(a) FINDINGS/Gonaress finds the followina: 
(1) Timber-denendent communities in the Pacific Northwest 
have contributed sianificantlv to the economic needs of the 
United States and have helned engpre an adequate national 
supply of timber and timber product. 
(2 A sianificant nortion of the timber traditionallv har- 
vested in the Pacific Northwest. is derived from Federal forest 
lands. and these forests have played an important role in 
sustaining local economies. 
(3) A number of traditionallv timber-denendent commu- 
nities are exneriencina sianificant economic difficulties as a 
result of their proximity to the range of the northern spotted 


wi. 
(2) These timber-dene t communities need economic 
assistance to heln them aiversifv. includina sunvnort from water 
and waste facilitv loans and arants and community facilitv 
loans and arants funded through the Rural Development 
Administration.
